2. CITATIONS AND EXPLANATIONS 

1- Claims 1-4, 10-13 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Mitchell et al. MitcheU et al. teaches 

a nnethod of compressing binahzed images, receiving image, generating sequences, encoding a fK)rtion, accumulating the 
frequency, modified Huffman coding, modified read coding, run-length encoder, adaptive encoder, and sequence of code symbols 
(see abstract, column 2, lines 4-14, column 2, lines 44-63, column 3, lines 21-65, column 4, lines 1-63, and column 5, lines 
15-68). 

2' Claims 1-4, 10-13 lack inventive step under PCT Article 33(3) for the same reasons given above in item 1. 

3- Claims 1-4, 10-13 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), because compressing image is useful in image 
storage and transmission. 

4- The other references which were previously cited arc Taniguchi et al., Aono et al.. and Golin et al. These 
references teach features similar to those stated in unsearchable claims 5-9 and 14-15. However, since the claims 5-9 and 
14-15 are still unsearchable, there is no need to use these references. For requirements of the remaining claims (claims 1-4 
and 10-13), only the main reference (MitcheU et al.) has been used. Mitchell et al.. by itself, teaches all of the features of 
claims 1-4 and 10-13.
